the northern climates, as well. Of course, everybody 
plants bulbs in the fall so they secure root growth and 
will have early bloom in the spring. There is also an 
advantage in fall planting of all kinds of shrubs, Ever- 
greens, Trees and Roses, as the work can be done in a 
leisurely way because most gardeners have more time 
than they do in the spring. The ground generally is in 
better shape at this time of the year—just about the 
right amount of moisture to give your fall planting a 
good start. Plant in the fall, and you will have this work 
out of the way when the spring rush comes on. 


We can make shipment of Bulbs, Perennials (except’
